Dr.  Diffendorfer's 

Baccalaureate  Sermon 

Dr.  Ralph  E.  Diflfendorfer,  pres- 
ident of  the  Japan  International 
Christian  Foundation,  delivered  a 
notable  sermon  before  the  graduat- 
ing class,  held  on  Sunday,  June  4, 
in  Pine  Street  Methodist  Church. 
The  topic  was,  "On  Being  Aston- 
ished." 

The  astonishment  referred  to 
was  exhibited  by  the  people  in  Pal- 
estine on  hearing  the  doctrines  pro- 
pounded by  Christ.  These  people, 
scribes,  pharisees,  the  military 
clique,  the  rich  exploiters,  were  ac- 
customed to  a  selfish  code  of  liv- 
ing, getting  "theirs",  and  enjoying 
all  the  negative  qualities  of  hate, 
recrimination,  and  greed.  Christ 
threw  dynamite  into  all  that  by 
preaching  the  doctrine  that  the 
only  way  to  happiness  and  eternal 
welfare  was  through  "sacrificial 
love."  This  revolutionary  idea 
thoroughly  astonished  them.  They 
could  not  understand  it.  His  en- 
emies believed  that  this  curious 
notion  would  die  with  his  crucifix- 
ion, but  instead  it  has  become  the 
greatest  force  in  the  world. 

Dr.  Diffendorfer  then  pointed 
out  that  the  situation  today  is  sim- 
ilar to  that  in  Christ's  times,  and 
that  the  only  solvent  for  the  woes 
of  the  world,  and  for  settlement  of 
the  problems  of  war  and  peace  is 
through  the  widespread  adoption 
and  practice  of  "sacrificial  love."
